ment, which was made to ee hinder the 
Subjects of England and your High Mightineffes 
from making Ufe of the Subjects of neurral Po- 
tentates to catry on an unlawful Trade with Spain 
and France, during the Probibition of fuch Com. 
merce; but that ‘tis likewife contrary to Reafon 
and the Law of Nations, :har when a free Trade 
is open’d between the Parties engag’d in War, ic 
fhould be difpured, or at leaft render'd lefs fafe 
and more troublefome.to the Subjects of the neutral 
Porentates. Thefe juft Confiderations, High and 
Mighty Lords, have moved his Majefty the King 
of Denmark and Norway, to order his underwritten 
Envoy, to reprefent them effectually to your High 
Mightineffes, as he has che Honour of doing by
